THE ADDITION or 
FOKEIUN BTATKS TO THE 


UJIITED STATUS,.—The propped anyexation of 
Texas to the UlVited Slates, is, undoubtedly, one 
of the greatest questions ever presented to the 
American People, and it can never, therefore,be 
too often dwelt upon, or too much discussed.— 
The revolution such an annexation works in the 
principWand in the action of the federal Con- 
dilution, we have previously spoken of,—bnt 
we now propose to look at some of its consequen- 
ce*. 


The passion for annexing Texas to-the United 


States springs from a low of more land,— more 
ttrtitory. In the Anglo Saxon mind, perhaps, 
there is no passion more impulsive than a passion 
lot land. 
Land is looked upon as power, and 


ihe acquisition of land therefore, is deemed the 
acquisition of power.. 
Hence the British race 


vexes the whole globe in pursuit of land. 
And, 


hente loo, particularly in the South and West, 
whtve commerce and manufactures have not yet 
established their dominion, land ia the great ob- 
jr*tol devotion'—tint the vsfue ofncte«,noL their 
airricultural wealth,—but the nnmber of acres, 
the miles of teriitcry. Thus, the Louisiania put- 
ch;is6 was made ia spite of the constitution, no 
doubt, from the geographical necessities of the 
people of the Ohio, and its tributates, but it 
would have been made just rs quick from the 
iiieie passion lor possessing the land. It IB this 
passion for land, which is so restless to niise the 
lorch ot war athwait the Rocky Mountains, on 
the Biinks of the Oregon. 
And the s;tme 


pussion is now driving the South West and West 
to add Texas to the Union. 
As the Planter 


counts his property by the number of his acres 
whether they are good for any thing or not, BO 
the American is invoked to estimate the grand- 
eur of his country by the number of leasnes of 
latitude and longitude her flag is flying over. 


Whattwe ask our countrymen to consider is— 


where ii this passion for land to stop. 
If I'exns 


is necessary or important to the growth or the 
grandpiirnfihe United States, is not Mexico? 


is so blind to tlie present ~as not'ta 


tlrU the restless spirits who have taken Texas 
from the Mexicans, mean Mexico next? 
Who 


has so little studied the human heait as to be- 
lieve that when the American flag become the 
flag of Texas, the same ambition, and the same 
restlessness which h-ve stretched the A met lean 
bottwiary lo the Rio Grande, will not sally forth 
with sword and bayonet to ne.qnire the rich 
treasures of the city of Monteziima ? 
The q'ies- 


tian thus become in our mind the annexation of 
Mexico alter bloody wars, as well as the anne.tn- 
tion of Texas. The same arguments which are 
i/ood for the annexation of Texas, embrace the 
annexation of Mexico. Nay, the lierras tempi idos 
ot Mex.co, the glorious plui is, the va t gild anil 
silver milk's, tile illustrious reniemberauce of 
the Aztec race,of Montezuma, of Gnaiemozion, 
ofCortez, and his invincible chevaliers, who 
after the annexation of Texas, can withstand the 
temptation? Thus Texas means Mexico. 
Five 


years would not elapse after the annexation ol 
Texas before the hunters, and trappers,and back 
woodsmen and the houseless thousands that 
throng all wilderness frontiers, would pick up 
their nfles,and cross the Rio Grande.on Uie vast 
prairies, and be on their way to Mexico, or the 
Californias. Tbe»e men whose riflea have won 
Texas never mean to itopin Texas. They only 
await the protection of the American flag in 
their tear, to follow up their dominion to the 
Pacific or to fall down upon the churches and 
mines ot Mexico in their front. 
Nor can the 


Mexican race resist them to the end. They may 
mow down one iNarth of jhvading, warriors.— 
They may fill their poals^-ilri others. Hundreds 
may leave their bones-on deserted 
moots or 


plains. 
No doubt Mexico will be bleached with 


the bones of S.ixori invaders. But the tide of 
emigration will roll on. 
As one is shot down, 


another will leave his fire place. From the char- 
acter of the white p ipnla tion of the South and 
South West,—from the veiv necessities of the 
institution of Slavery, that drives younger sons 
from home to seek their fortunes elsewhere— 
trom the indisposition of that population to till 
the soil with their own hands, the rush of emi- 
grail m Iowa; da frontier promisiii;|' he adventurer 
booty to arms, must ever be large . Thusagain, 
we say, the question is Mexico and Texas, not 
Texus alone, and the man is no Stutssmnn who 
jyill not foresee the consequences of beginning 
The extension of a territory upon a principle,lhat 
will never end. 


Nor is it eettain that the acquisition of Texas 


and Mexico,\uil3e the limit nt' American am- 
bition if once aroiTSWiS The Central States of 
American, the grand'-xis of whose noble archi- 
tecture, the pen of Stephens and the pencil of 
Catherwood have poimed out to us, are temp- 
ting prizes, not only from the bewildering glory 
of the pist, but from the geographical position of 
the present. 
And then again there is Peru. 
It 


frill he scnrrelv more difficult for some Anglo- 
Snnon Pizarro to get possession of that terntory 
from the present race than it was for P.zairo ol 
old to wrest it from the Indians. 


It is necessary to bear in mind when we dis- 


cuss the qn 
jsUii>n of the annexation of Texas, 


that this is the fust territory we have proposed 
to acquire by tight of conquest. 
Florida, Louis- 


iana, and Missouri, CHine to us by puichane,— 
Texas, if she comes to us, comes by conquest. It 
was conquered Irom Mexico. 
Mexico has never 


surrendered her right to it. 
We do not propose 


tn liuv it Irnrn .Mexico, but to take the right ef 
Texas which is the right ot cnnqneat 


Now, before our countrymen enter upon the 


acquisition of territory, by coi.quest, we desire 
to risk,—where shall we stop? 
Napoleon n«-ver 


knew where to stop with his conquests. 
The 


Roman Empire was swollen by conquest till it 
may he said to have hurst from ita size. 
Eng- 


land is rnllmj up an empire in the East Indies, 
which have hejrun to conquer, her Statesmen 
now tell us she rnnnnt stop conquering;. 
It ig 


Ihe l<iw of conquest thnt it can never stop. 
The 


divine author of our being has punished the lust 
for land and for power by compelling- us to our- 
sue lh.it lust I" the ex'r.Mii of/t-i own destruction, 
lief ire we enter upon l!ie rliendrd career, tike 
heed, lake !i» • •(!, l.ir tile future.
